Bloody Vision of @ Woman Is 
Fulfilled in Detail 


Man Pawns Sweetheart’s Wedding 
Ring to Buy Revolver, Kills

Sheffield, March 30 —Two weeks ago 
John French, a young miner, of Shef- 
fleld, went to a jeweller and bought a 
gold wedding ring to place on the finger 
of pretty Norah (Cole. Yesterday he 
pawned the ring and used the money he 
got on it to buy a revol, er, .with which 
he attempted to murder the girl. After 
Seriously wounding her and other 
people he blew out his brains. 

The affair is one of the mest melo- 
dramatic that ever occurred in Sheffield, 
and a curious fact in connection with it 
was that it was foretold in a dream 
which the mother of one Of the victims 
had on the night before the tragedy oc- 
Curred.

elderly woman named 
Fitzsimmons. Her son, Thomas PMtz- 
Simmons, was French's landlord—or, 
rather his host, for it was purely as an 
act of charity that the miner was taken 
into the Fitzs!mmons household some five 
weeks ago, at a time when he was out of 
work. Soon afterwards French fell in 
love with Norah Cole. who was a ser- 
vant in Fitzsimmons’ employment, and 
before long he succeeded in making her 
promise to marry him—thg arrangement 
being that their marriage should take 
place at a registry office in a‘Yortnight's 
time. 

Apparently, however, the miner, who 
was of rather a brutal type, had gained 
the girl’s consent largely through bully- 
ing her, for a few. days ago she told 
him she had changed her mind. And 
next day she was warned by her em- 
ployer’s mother not even to go out-with 
French, who, the elder Mrs. Fitzsim- 
mons declared, was dangerous. The oM 
lady asserted that on the previous night 
6he had dreamed that shots had been 
fired in their kitchen and that French 
was the assailant. 

Next day, when the Fitzsimmons fam- 
fly and two of their neighbors were sit- 
timg in the kitchen, French suddenly 
came in. Going wp to Norah Cole he 
asked her if she intendeq to marry him 
and the girl pluckily replied that she was 
not going to have anything to do with 
him. French then drew a revolver, fired 
at the man F¥tzsimmons, then at Mrs. 
Elizabeth Fitzsimmons, who had a baby 
on her knee and the nturned to the girl. 

He told her to prepare to die. She fell 
on her Knee and then turned to the girl. 
kill her, ut he was unmoved by her ap- 
pealing cries. He fired three shots at 
her, and then shot himself in the head 
wth the last bullet left in the revolver 
and fell dead. 

Fitzsimmons escaped with but slight 
injury, but Mrs. Fitzsimmons’ nose was 
blown away, while the girl was seriously 
hurt. 

On French's body being searched, a 
pawn tigket for a wedding ring ‘was 
found in one of his pockets. With the 
proceeds the man had first taken out a 
gun license. Then he bought the re- 
volver and cartridges.

ATE 8.000 PEAS 
IN TWELVE HOURS 


Veracious Appetite of John 
Cotton of Yorkshiré 


He Wins in an Eating Contest That 
Might Have Made a Van Horse 
Draw Back-—The Peas 
Were Green Mar- 
rowfats. 


Special Cable. 

London, March 30.—John Cotton, whe 
lives in Dewsbury, Yorkshrre, is believed 
to possess the most voracious appetite 
of any man living. Within the past few 
days he has consumed a meal at which 
a van horse would have jibbed in. de- 
spair. He is already wel!-known in the 


district in which he lives by reason of 
his past performances, but his latest 
feat surpasses all his previous conquests. 

The contest which has just concluded 
lasted fourteen days. The condition was 
that he should eat two peas on the first 
dav, double that number on the second, 
and continue to double it day after day 
for fourteen days. The peas which were 
used for the contest were the ordinary 
green marrowfats. 

During the first week the man simply 
awallowed them like pills, in the dry 
state: afterwards they were steeped and 
boiled. On the tenth day the number 
was 1,024: on the e-eventh, 2,048; on the 
twelfth, 4,096; on the thirteenth, 8,192, 
and on the fougteenth, 16,384. 

Owing to a little hitch in the proceed- 
ings he refused to consume the total on 
the last day, but on the thirteenth day 
he disposed of 8,192, which ig believed to 
be a world’s record. The only condiment 

k was a little pepper. 

to the thirteenth day operations were 
commenced about 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon. He disposed of 600 without the 
slightest inconvenience, and calmly rest- 
ed until] 7 o'clock in the evening before 
recommencing operations. At that hour 
he faced the enormous mass, which 
filled the ‘argest household bucket, with 
a determination not to surrender, Just 
before 11 o'clock he cleared the last of 
the dishes and was greeted as the 
world’s champion. During the thirteen 
days he had eaten 16,384 peas. 

The man is prepared to defend his 
champlonship against all comers, and 
there is some talk of a rabbit-eating con- 
test as the result of the pea-ecating com- 
petition. In the contests which took 
place simultaneously, all the competitors 
were stopped when they reached 2.000, 
lest the affair should- end in a coroners 
inquest.

Hearing 
in the stillness of the night rappings 
in an old family deed box,’ the woman, 
who had been slightly indisposed for 
a day or two. was terror-stricken, as 
her mother-in-law had said that when 
a “knocking” came from the box a 
death in the house followed. 

She aroused her husband, crying: “Tt’s 
knocked! You know that’s the warn- 
ing!” The farmer says that he then 
heard tapping in the box, and states, 
“T knew what it meant: my wife was 
to be taken from me!” adding: “The 
message which the box gave us brought 
sucha dread on my wife that she took 
to her bed and gradually pined away.” 
Asked if he thought the rappings 
brought about her end, he replied, 
“There is no doubt about it,” and they 
were ‘heard, he said, when his father 
died. 

Now it turns out that the rappings 
were Made by the common wood-boring 
insect known as the death watch beetle 
—a name it derives from the supersti- 
tion attaching to it—which is to he 
found in old houses and ancient furnti- 
ture. It taps with its head against the 
wood in signaling to its mate, and the 
sharp sound it makes in the silence of 
the night has none of the significance 
with which superstition has surround-

| Refugees Corroborates Story. 

| Three refugees here in London have 
| Seen interviewed regarding the letter.

One is named Jan Zemite. He nar- 
'Towly escaped with his life from the 
| province of Greenhoff, in Courland, aft- 
er his valuable farm had been laid waste 
by Cossacks. The Baron Rekhe mention- 
ed in the letter was his bitter enemy. 

“Wher? the Baron found ] hag escaped 
to Germany,” said Mr. Zemite, ‘he had 
my brother-in-law shot tn my place and 
a neighbor of mine flogged with fifty 
strokes.”’ 

All three of the refugees saiti that the 
aliegations of torture were perfectly 
true. The horrors perpetrated in the Ri- 
ga prisons could not be exaggerated, 
they asserted.

A Terrible Case. 

“Tt have another friend, aged 18, whose 
case is a particularly terrible one. He 
had a very fine head of hair, but it Was 
pulled out, lock by lock, by the soldiers 
when they arrested him.

'derground dungeon in the Riga prison, 


and kept there in utter darkness for 4 
month and a half. He was fed on rotten

most brutally, and otherwise tortured. 
When he came out of that dungeon he 
could not see. He is now in the Central 
prison in Riga.’ 

The three refugees asserted that pri- 
vate individuals in the Baltic provinces, 
if possessed of sufficient influence, could 
hire Cossacks and soldiers to flog and 
torture the people.
